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STOCKS  OF  LEAF  TOBAGCX)  OWNED  BY  DEALERS  AND  MANUFACTURERS  1/  If 
Total  leaf  tobacco  stocks  smaller  than  a  year  ago. 

Leaf  tobacco  inventories  of  dealers  and  manufacturers  in  the  United 
States  and  Puerto  Rico  totaled  4,856  million  pounds  as  of  July  1,  1968. 
This  is  only  24  million  pounds  less  than  the  figure  a  year  earlier 
(4,880  million) .  Stocks  of  burley  were  down  3.1  percent  but  flue-cured 
showed  a  1.3  percent  increase.  Stocks  of  Maryland,  fire- cured,  and 
dark  air- cured,  were  lower  than  a  year  ago,  but  foreign- grown  cigar  leaf 
and  cigarette  and  smoking  tobacco  stocks  were  higher.  About  40  million 
pounds,  consisting  mostly  of  Maryland  and  Puerto  Rican  tobaccos,  were 
marketed  by  growers  during  the  April- June  quarter. 

Stocks  as  of  July  1,  1968,  included  1,169  million  pounds  (fano- 
sales-weight)  of  leaf  tobacco  under  Government  loans — an  increase  of 
110  million  pounds  from  the  previous  July  1  (1,059  million) .  The  gain 
was  due  to  larger  holdings  of  flue- cured  and  burley  as  loan  stocks 
of  other  types  declined.  These  loan  stocks  were  divided  as  follows: 
Flue-cured,  773.4  million  pounds;  burley,  326.5  million;  Maryland,  12.9 
million;  fire-cured,  25.8  million;  dark  aii>-cured,  17,9  million;  and 
cigar  leaf,  13.0  million.

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CIGARETTE-LEAF  STOCKS 

Flue-cured,  burlev,  and  Oriental  stocks  larger; 
Maryland  smaller 

Stocks  of  flue-cured  tobacco  as  of  July  1,  1968,  totaled  2,302  million 
pounds--29  million  more  than  reported  holdings  last  year  (2,273  million) . 
The  marketing  year  for  flue- cured  is  on  a  July- June  basis,  and  total 
disappearance  (exports  plus  domestic  consumption)  during  the  year  just 
ended  was  1,221  million  pounds  (1,274  million  for  the  previous  year), 
based  on  July  stocks.   Indicated  domestic  consumption  of  687.5  million 
pounds  was  slightly  above  the  previous  year  (687.1  million).   The 
export  volume  of  534  million  pounds  was  53  million  below  the  record 
level  of  last  year  (587  million) . 

Burley  tobacco  stocks  this  July  1  were  reported  as  1,480  million  pounds- 
46  million  below  the  holdings  of  July  1,  1967  (1,526  million). 

Inventories  of  Maryland  tobacco  on  July  1,  1968,  totaled  97  million 
pounds-- 7  million  less  than  was  reported  last  July  1  (104  million) . 
Auction  sales  of  the  1967  crop  of  Maryland  began  on  Aprlll6,  1968,  and 
deliveries  through  June  30  totaled  31.3  million  pounds. 

Foreign- grown  cigarette  and  smoking  tobacco  stocks  (Turkish  and  others) 
were  reported  at  441.8  million  pounds  on  July  1,  1968.  This  was  about 
37.3  million  more  than  was  on  hand  a  year  earlier  (404.5  million),  and 
the  second  largest  amount  on  record. 


DARK  TOBACCO  STOCKS 

Fire- cured  and  dark  air- cured  inventories 
below  those  reported  a  vear  ago 

Stocks  of  fire-cgred  leaf,  reported  at  105.0  million  pounds  on  July  1, 
1968,  were  12.5  million  lower  than  holdings  on  the  previous  July  1.   All 
three  types  shared  the  decline.  Fire- cured  stocks  on  this  July  1  were 
as  follows:   Virginia,  14.5  million  pounds;  Eastern  District  Kentucky  and 
Tennessee,  71.9  million;  and  Western  District,  18.7  million. 

Dark  al,r- cured  holdings  of  66.5  million  pounds  were  2.9  million  below 
the  July  1  inventories  last  year  (69.4  million) .   Stocks  on  July  1,  1968, 
by  types  were:   One  Sucker,  39.1  million  pounds;  Green  River,  23.0  million; 
and  Virginia  sun-cured  4.4  million. 
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CIGAR  LEAF  STOCKS 


Domestic  cigar  leaf  declines 
Foreign- grown  leaf  shows  gain. 

Inventories  of  all  domes tic- grown  qigar  tobacco,  including  Puerto 
Rican,  totaled  260.3  million  pounds  on  July  1,  1968.  This  was  28.6 
million  pounds  less  than  the  holdings  of  last  July  1  (288.9  million) . 
Deliveries  of  the  1967-68  crop  of  Puerto  Rican  tobacco  were  completed 
during  the  quarter.  Stocks  of  foreign?- grown  cigar  leaf  on  hand  as  of 
July  1  totaled  97.9  million  pounds  (farm- sales  weight) — 6.2  million 
above  holdings  a  year  earlier  (91.7  million). 

Inventories  of  the  cigai>-f iller  types  as  of  July  1,  1968,  totaled 
171.8  million  pounds — down  19.9  million  from  the  previous  July  1  (191.7 
million).  All  t3T)es  shared  the  decline.   Inventories  by  types  were  as 
follows:   Pennsylvania  Seed- leaf ^  120.0  million  pounds;  Ohio  Filler. 
14.5  million;  and  Pvierto  Rl,can,  37.2  million. 

Cjgar-bipder  stocks  totaled  65.8  million  pounds  on  July  1,  1968— 
a  decline  of  6.7  million  pounds  frcan  the  same  date  last  year  (72.5 
million) .  Stocks  of  Northern  Wisconsin  were  higher,  but  all  other  types 
were  lower  than  last  year.   Connecticut  Broadleaf  stocks  this  July  1 
were  9.5  million  pounds;  Connecticut  Valley  Havana  Seed.  2.9  million; 
Sp^thern  Wisconsl,nj  21.9  million;  and  Northern  Wisconsin,  31.4  million. 

Shade- grown  cigar  wrapper  stocks  as  of  July  1,  1968,  totaled  22.8 
million  pounds,  consisting  of  12.7  million  pounds  of  Connecticut  Valley 
Shade  and  10.1  million  of  Georgia-Florida  Shade.   Connecticut  Valley 
Shade  was  down  3.3  million,  while  Georgia-Florida  Shade  showed  a  1.4 
million  pound  increase.  The  marketing  year  for  cigar-wrapper  is  on  a        f 
July- June  basis,  and  total  disappearance  during  the  year  just  ended 
was  19.3  million  pounds,  based  on  July  stocks,  as  against  20.8  million 
the  previous  year.  Exports  at  4.7  million  pounds  were  0.2  million  more 
than  last  year,  while  dcanestic  consumption  dropped  2.0  million  to  14.6 
million  pounds. 

Stocks  of  Cuban  (Havana")  leaf,  reported  at  2.5  million  pounds,  were 
down  1.7  million  from  a  year  ago  (4.2  million)  .  Philippine  Islands  (Manila") 
stocks  at  36.9  million  pounds,  were  up  5.6  million  frOTn  last  July  (31.3 
million)  .  Stocks  of  Indonesian  leaf  were  3.7  million  pounds;  Brazilian^ 
10.2  million;  Colombian ^  11.4  million;  Dominican  Republic |,  19.4  million; 
Paraguay r  1.9  million;  and  other  fore igi>- grown ^  11.8  million. 

TOBACCO  SHEET 

Leaf  represented  in  stocks  of  tobacco  sheet  shows  increase 

Stocks  of  leaf  represented  in  inventories  of  "tobacco  sheet"  totaled 

23.1  million  pounds  (reporting  weight)  compared  with  21.1  million  on  the 
previous  July  1.  Of  the  total  this  July  1,  20.3  million  pounds  were  for 
use  in  cigarettes  and  smoking  tobacco,  and  2.8  million  for  cigar  binder, 
including  a  small  quantity  for  wrappers  (see  table  5) .
